THE Queen’s body lay in state 
last night in Buckingham 
Palace’s Bow Room. 

Found in the west wing, it is 
named after the window that 
runs along one side. 

The Queen’s coffin was 
surrounded by pieces of royal 
memorabilia kept there. 

The grand room is where the 
Queen held arrival lunches for 
visiting heads of state. 

Former US president George 
Bush and the Arsenal football 
team have been hosted there. 

The New Zealand All 
Blacks paid a memorable 
visit in 2005, when they met 
the Queen and a 23-year-old 
Prince William. The royals 
were treated to a 
performance of the haka. 

Phillip Schofield and Holly 
Willoughby were given 
special access to the Bow 
Room for a Platinum Jubilee 
edition of This 
Morning earlier this year. 

They were joined by Gyles 
Brandreth as they shared 
anecdotes about the Royal 
Family before the Queen’s 
long weekend of celebrations 
in June. Celebrity chef 
Heston Blumenthal gave a 
presentation of his Diamond 
Jubilee Concert picnic in the 
Bow Room in 2012. 

Today the coffin will be 
taken to Westminster Hall, 
where the public will file past.

Royal Family

THE Queen last night returned to 
Buckingham Palace for the final 
time, to be welcomed by her clos- 
est family before they hand over 
her coffin to the nation today. 

Cheers erupted from the growing 
crowds of public mourners as the 
cortege passed through the gates 
and into the quadrangle where the 
Guards of the Household Division 
stood to attention, resplendent in 
their red tunics. 

Myriad mobile phones and cam- 
eras held aloft had bathed the new 
state hearse in a sea of light, pick- 
ing out the oak coffin which was 
draped with the Royal Standard 
and topped with white flowers. 

Along the 14-mile route in to 
central London from the Queen’s 
arrival at RAF Northolt from 
Scotland, thousands had lined the 
streets oblivious to the downpours. 

Umbrellas were lowered out of 
respect as the cortege passed, let- 
ting the evening raindrops mingle 
with tears running down the faces 
of many onlookers. 

Some kept their emotions pri- 
vate and watched on in sombre 
silence, while others among the 
grieving bystanders applauded — 
some even launched bouquets onto 
the limousine’s bonnet. 

Once inside Buckingham Palace 
— which was synonymous with Her

Majesty even though she never 
really wanted it to be home — her 
children and grandchildren had pri- 
vate time with the coffin, joined by 
their spouses and by Princess 
Margaret’s children Earl Snowdon 
and Lady Sarah Chatto.

She said: “I was fortunate to 
share the last 24 hours of my dear 
est mother’s life.

Witnessing the love and respect 
shown by so many on these jour 
neys has been both humbling and 
uplifting. We will all share unique 
memories. I offer my thanks to 
each and every one who share our 
sense of loss. 

“We may have been reminded 
how much of her presence and 
contribution to our national iden- 
tity we took for granted. 

“T am also so grateful for the sup- 


port and understanding offered to 
my dear brother Charles as he 
accepts the added responsibilities 
of the monarch.

IN THE shadow of Buckingham 
Palace, under a sea of 
umbrellas, | stood alongside 
thousands of mourners who 
gathered to pay their respects 
to the late Queen. 

After hours of patient waiting, 
finally the state hearse, carrying 
Her Majesty’s oak coffin, slowly 
rolled down Constitution Hill 
and through the Centre Gate of 
the palace, to be greeted by our 
new king. 

To my left and to my right, in 
hushed reverence, were the 
heads of grief-stricken 
members of the public bowing 
in succession, people who had 
travelled from far and wide to 
witness this moment in history. 

From babies to pensioners, 
solo well-wishers to whole 
families, the sense of 
togetherness and unity among 
the group was comforting on 
such a sombre day. 

Before the entourage arrived, 
you could have heard a pin 
drop, as people prepared to 
clap and cheer for Her Majesty

as she passed through. That 
brief moment of calming silence 
gave me goosebumps. 

Rained poured and time stood 
still as the nation said goodbye 
to the monarch who had defined 
their lives. 

It was an emotionally charged 
event of grandeur and 
sovereignty that connected 
people from all walks of life. 

Many were embracing like old 
friends, paying their respects to 
the Queen as she came home. 
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HISTORY continues to unfold 
before our eyes and last night, 
amid the mists of a gloomy autumn 
evening, our extraordinary Queen 
came home. 

Despite the miserable weather, 
thousands lined the roads to 
Buckingham Palace in a display 
of intense affection for their lost 
monarch. 

The hearse carrying the Queen’s 
coffin was greeted by spontaneous 
cheers and clapping from the crowd 
as it arrived just after 8pm. 

We are living through one of the 
most memorable chapters in the 
long tale of our kingdom, made all 
the more powerful by the conflict- 
ing emotions that envelop us. 

Profound sorrow over the 
death of our great sovereign is 
matched by gratitude for her 
example of unstinting service and 
admiration for our new King, 
whose remarkable stamina, elo- 
quence and dignity in the first days 
of his reign have fully revealed his 
suitability for his role. 

There is also a sense of pride in 
how magnificently the British 
nation has responded to the unique 
challenge of the Queen’s passing. 

Among the vast throngs of 
mourners, there has been stoicism 
and respect, never hysteria or 
self-pity. In the same vein of rever- 
ence, the authorities, especially the

military, police and churches, have 
conducted all the ceremonies 
with astonishing precision and 
thoughtfulness. 

The pageantry has been majestic, 
the religious services beautiful. 

These events have been so evoca- 
tive in part because they are 
infused with traditions stretching 
back centuries, giving us an enno- 
bling sense of continuity with the 
past. Over recent days, the global 
spotlight has been focused on 
Britain, and we have not been 
found wanting. 

Out of tragedy has come the best 
possible advertisement for the 
abiding greatness of our country. 

Since Thursday, the period of 
mourning had produced many 
unforgettable images. But new 
heights of poignancy were reached 
last night as the late Queen made 
her final journey by plane from 
Scotland to London. 

In travelling from Balmoral to 
Buckingham Palace, the seat of the 
monarchy since the start of Queen 
Victoria’s reign in 1837, she had 
moved from somewhere she cher 
ished as a retreat to a place that 
embodied her unique status and 
responsibility. 

At Balmoral she could often be 
an ordinary person, relishing her 
privacy. At Buckingham Palace she 
had to be extraordinary, carrying 
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Palace tears and cheers

out her duties in the public gaze. 
Her arrival at RAF Northolt was 
a public event, marked by the 
presence of senior politicians and 
military chiefs, including the 
Prime Minister. 

Once again, despite heavy rain 
falling at the airfield, the proceed- 
ings were conducted with the pol- 
ished efficiency we have come to 
expect from the Armed Forces, 
with which the Queen had such a 
close bond. 

In contrast, her arrival at the 
Palace was a personal moment of 
intimate grief for her close family — 
her children, grandchildren and 
their spouses — several of whom 
were glimpsing her coffin for the 


first time. There was little pomp on 
this occasion, no music. Solemnity 
was the tone, reflecting the pain at 
her loss that was all too clear on 
the faces of her loved ones. 

But this was, in a way, the last 
night that she spent among her 
closest relatives. From later today, 
she will lie in state in the ancient 
Westminster Hall, which is likely 
to attract unprecedented numbers 
and require the largest security

operation in the history of the 
Metropolitan Police. 

The determination of the British 
public to honour Her Majesty has 
already far exceeded expectations. 

Yesterday afternoon, with her 
coffin still in Edinburgh, pheno- 
menal crowds of mourners still 
queued to pay their respects to her 
in person. 

Then before five o’clock, her 
casket was taken out from the 


cathedral by the bearers’ party 
from the Royal Scottish Regiment 
and placed in the black hearse, 
ready for the journey to Edinburgh 
airport from where it was to be 
flown down to London. 

After days of heart-wrenching 
but impressive rituals, another 
deeply moving episode now took 
place, as the cortege made its way 
westwards through the Scottish 
capital in glorious late afternoon 
sunshine. 

Again, the route was lined with 
mourners, at some points 10 deep, 
most watching in silence, a few 
demonstrating their affection with 
applause. 

When Queen Victoria’s funeral 


was held in 1901, one of her ladies- 
in-waiting the Dowager Countess 
of Lytton, wrote of the scenes as 
the procession moved through 
London: “It was the most soul-stir 
ring thing I have ever seen. 

“Jubilee can’t compare with it to 
my mind.

“Because what was uppermost 
all the time was not the splendour 
of the show but the intensity of 
loyal and devoted feeling which 
seemed to fill every man and 
woman.” Exactly the same words 
could be said of Britain today. 

Having reached Edinburgh air 


port, where a guard of honour from 
the Scottish regiment was standing 
by, the coffin was conveyed into 
the aircraft, a mighty four-engined 
C17-Globemaster, which had seen 
service in Afghanistan and lifted 
humanitarian aid to Ukraine. 

Now it had a far sadder duty. 

As its propellers turned, the air 
craft looked huge, though perhaps 
its size was appropriate for the vast 
dimensions of the Queen’s reign 
and her authority. It was also fitting 
that on board the Globemaster was 
Princess Anne, whose qualities of 
duty, resolution and trustworthi- 
ness mirror those of her mother. 

She was the one who accompa- 
nied the coffin on its 175-mile jour- 


ney by road from Balmoral to 
Edinburgh and so, with heroic but 
typical fortitude, she did the same 
for the longer odyssey by air to 
the capital. 

At six o’clock, after a stirring 
rendition of the national anthem, 
the Globemaster took off from 
Edinburgh, with blue-green hills in 
the background bathed in the 
setting September sun. 

In one sense it was regrettable 
that the late Queen was brought to 
London by plane rather than by 
rail, which had been the original 
plan under Operation Unicorn. 

That would not only have added 
to the drama, but would also have 
enabled thousands to pay their 
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respects from station platforms if 
the train had progressed slowly. But 
authorities decided it was too diffi 
cult on grounds of security and dis- 
ruption to the rest of the network. 

The King and his Queen Consort 
also flew into London. 


Humbling 


They had spent a hectic day in 
Northern Ireland, where he again 
impressed with his regal authority 
and commitment to follow his 
mother’s example. 

The central theme of his visit was 
reconciliation between communi- 
ties to cement the peace process 
after the Troubles. This was symbol- 


ised by the generous condolence 
speech by Alex Maskey, Stormont 
Speaker and veteran Sinn Fein pol- 
itician who was twice interned in 
the 1970s as a member of the IRA. 

But, through his ordeal, the King 
has had wonderful support from 
his wife and family, especially the 
Princess Royal. 

Last night she issued a statement 
which shows her devotion to her 
mother and her nation: “It was an 
honour to accompany her on her 
final voyages. Witnessing the love 
and respect shown by so many on 
these journeys has been both 
humbling and uplifting.”

Before the symbolic ceremony, 
the royal couple had been greeted 
by thousands of cheering well- 
wishers outside Hillsborough 
Castle, which has been a focal 
point for floral tributes.

After leaving there, the couple 
travelled into Belfast to meet lead- 
ers from all the major faiths before 
a service of prayer and reflection at 
St Anne’s Cathedral on the life of 
the Queen. 

Tens of thousands of people had 
queued overnight to pay their 
respects to Her Majesty at the 
cathedral, which was decorated 
with flowers in her racing colours 
of scarlet and purple. 

Prime Minister Liz Truss was 
pictured inside locked in deep con- 


versation with Taoiseach Micheal 
Martin while Ms O’Neill and DUP 
leader Sir Jeffrey Donaldson sat 
directly behind them. 

The King shook hands with the 
President of Ireland Michael D 
Higgins, his first meeting with a 
head of state as monarch. 

It was Charles’ 40th visit to 
Northern Ireland but his first as 
King, while the Queen last visited 
Northern Ireland in 2016. 

The journey yesterday was the 
latest for him in a comprehensive 
tour of the UK, 

He had spent Monday night in 
Scotland where he and his three 
siblings — Princes Andrew and 
Edward and the Princess Royal — 
held a silent vigil for their mother 
by forming a guard of honour 
around her coffin at St Giles’ 
Cathedral in Edinburgh.

NOTHING in her long reign 
exemplified Elizabeth II's 
devotion to duty more than her 
readiness to shake the hand a 
decade ago of Sinn Fein’s 
Martin McGuinness. 

Northern Ireland's Deputy 
First Minister at that time was 
strongly suspected — putting it 
mildly — of having once been a 
key player in the command 
structure of the IRA. 

Given the Provos murdered 
Lord Mountbatten, the much- 
loved uncle of Prince Philip and 
mentor to Prince Charles, ina 
bombing, Her Majesty could 
have been under no illusion 
about whose eyes she was 
looking into. Or who, indeed, 
she was disarming with her 
famous smile. 

Not only was Mountbatten 
killed in that attack of 1979 but 
so were his teenage grandson 
Nicholas Knatchbull, a local 
boy Paul Maxwell, 15, and Lady 
Brabourne, the mother-in-law of 
Mountbatten’s eldest daughter. 

The Duke of Edinburgh 
accompanied the Queen in 2012 
on the day of the famous 
handshake at Belfast's Lyric 
Theatre, walking his customary 
three paces behind her. 

But as the mere Prince 
Consort, he did not have to 
represent the United Kingdom 
in quite the way that she did. So 
he avoided McGuinness. 

There is little doubt that the 
Queen had been advised by the 
then Prime Minister David 
Cameron that shaking the hand 
of McGuinness would put a seal 
on the long peace process that 
had brought the Troubles to an 
end and, therefore, would be 
helpful to UK interests. 

So there was never any 
question of her refusing to do 
so, whatever her private 
feelings. Heavy is the head that 
wears the crown. 

A year earlier, she had surely 
found more genuine pleasure in 
her state visit to Dublin, the 
first by a reigning British 
monarch to the Republic of 


Ireland. The rapturous 
reception accorded to the 
Queen showed that her 
monumental dedication to 
public service had given hera 
stature that few rulers on the 
planet could match. 

King Charles is following the 
example set by his mother in 
dedicating himself to peace and 
reconciliation between Britain 
and Ireland. 

Back in 2015, when reflecting 
on the murder of Mountbatten, 
he said: “I could not imagine 
how we would come to terms 
with the anguish of such a deep 
loss since, for me, Lord 
Mountbatten represented the 
grandfather | never had. 

“So it seemed as if the 
foundations of all that we held 
dear in life had been torn apart 
irreparably. Through this 
dreadful experience, though, | 
now understand in a profound 
way the agonies borne by so 
many others in these islands.” 


Goodwill 


That is the spirit he took to 
Northern Ireland yesterday 
when meeting unionist and 
nationalist politicians at 
Hillsborough Castle. 

It is notable that for the 
moment even the Sinn Fein 
leadership have abandoned 
their usual ranting against the 
British crown, a clear sign that 
they are aware of the goodwill 
felt towards Charles and over 
sadness at the Queen's death. 

She was wise and gracious in 
her disposition towards Ireland 
and the Irish through her reign. 

It is said that people should 
not bite the hand that feeds 
them, though many are unable 
to achieve even that modest 
benchmark. But to shake the 
hand that had done her family 
such wrong took a very special 
level of grace. 

Remarkably, there seems 
every prospect that King 
Charles will match his mother 
in this regard.

Inside the Palace of Westminster, the coffin 
will be raised on a catafalque and draped in 
the Royal Standard, with the Orb and 
Sceptre placed on top. 

It will be guarded around the clock by 
units from the Sovereign’s Bodyguard, the 
Household Division or Yeoman Warders of 
the Tower of London. 

The Government said people should be 
silent inside the Palace and urged mourners 
to “dress appropriately”. Clothes with 
“political or offensive slogans” are banned.

There are also tight restrictions on what 
can be taken into the Palace. Only one small 
bag with a simple opening or zip is permitted 
and items like flowers, tributes, candles, flags, 
photos, or folding chairs are not allowed.

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UEEN Elizabeth II should be 
remembered and celebrated as a 
peacemaker who worked with cour 
age, imagination and grace to 
encourage reconciliation, healing 
and forgiveness in Ireland.

overthrow of British rule, carried 
immense symbolic power. But this was a 
moment of poignancy and reconciliation. 
Yes, the Queen was the representative of 
the British state. But she was also a member 
of a bereaved family. 

Her cousin, Lord Louis Mountbatten, was 
murdered by the IRA in 1979. The Queen 
understood that people across Britain and 
Ireland still mourn loved ones lost in terrible 
circumstances during the squalid conflict, 
but she gave her blessing to a peace process 
which brought together former foes in 
shared government. 

King Charles, who was famously close 
to Lord Mountbatten, has been no less 


committed to this mission of healing and 
progress. In 2015, amid a storm of flash- 
bulbs, he shook hands with Gerry Adams — 
then the leader of Sinn Fein. 

In his response to Mr Maskey’s words 
yesterday, the King described his mother’s 
commitment to the people of Northern 
Treland, “whose stories she knew, whose 
sorrows our family had felt, and for whom 
she had a great affection and regard”, 

During awful days of slaughter, there was 
scant cause for optimism about the future of 
Northern Ireland. The Queen was fully aware 
of the scale of division in these six counties, 
but she also believed in miracles. 

She would have relished the sight yester- 
day of people from such a broad sweep of 
backgrounds crowded together in St Anne’s 
Cathedral in Belfast at the service of reflec- 
tion on her exceptional life. 

UK Prime Minister Liz Truss sat alongside 
Irish President Michael D Higgins and 


Taoiseach Micheal Martin. In Mr Higgins’s 
own statement in response to the Queen’s 
death last week, he mourned “the loss of a 
remarkable friend of Ireland” and described 
her 2011 visit as “pivotal in laying a firm 
basis for an authentic and ethical under 
standing between our countries”. 


O see such figures united in appre- 

ciation for the Queen in a city 

once notorious for assassinations 

and bombings at a service which climaxed 

with the singing of God Save the King is a 

powerful reminder that the light of hope can 
break out in the darkest caverns of despair. 

Back in 1995, in a speech in Londonderry, 

then-President Bill Clinton quoted the poet 

Seamus Heaney to express the longing for 

the day when “hope and history rhyme”.

Yesterday in Belfast, people from different 
British and Irish traditions were as one in 
their respect and affection for a Queen who 
championed forgiveness during her reign. 

Her belief that people who have been torn

In her 2011 Christmas er 
described the wonder of forgiveness, saying 
it “can heal broken families, it can restore 
friendships and it can reconcile divided com- 
munities. It is in forgiveness that we feel the 
power of God’s love”. 

In 2014 she returned to this theme, prais- 
ing the “Prince of Peace” as a “role model of 
reconciliation and forgiveness” who 
“stretched out his hands in love, acceptance 
and healing”. 

A vision of a reconciled world energised 
the Queen throughout her reign. In an age of 


cancel culture and public shaming, her belief 
in the power of forgiveness and love to 

ships fractured 
societies remains radical and vital. 

We mourn the passing of a Queen who 
brought resilient hope and incendiary good- 
ness to our national life. The real way to hon- 
our her memory, she would doubtless tell us, 
is to forward her ideals and values so that a 
better world may be born. 

The people of the island of Ireland will 
never forget this champion of peace, and 
there is ev on to expect that King 
Charles, too, will use the unique powers of 
the Crown to continue her work as a healer 
of divisions.

Uniform ‘is 
not crucial’

PRINCE Harry's “decade of service is 
not determined by the uniform he 
wears”, said a spokesman, after he 
was banned from appearing in military 
dress at the Queen’s funeral or at 
events leading up to it. 

The Duke of Sussex, who saw action 
on two tours of duty in Afghanistan, 
will instead wear a morning suit. His 
scandal-hit uncle the Duke of York is to 
be allowed to don uniform at the Vigil 
of the Princes in Westminster Hall. 

The Duke of Sussex’s spokesman 
said “[Prince Harry] will wear a 
morning suit throughout events 
honouring his grandmother. 

“His decade of military service is not 
determined by the uniform he wears 
and we respectfully ask that focus 
remain on the life and legacy of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth Il.” 

Only working royals, which Harry 
and Andrew are not, are permitted 
uniform at five ceremonial occasions: 
Monday’s St Giles’ Cathedral service in 
Edinburgh; the coffin’s procession to 
Westminster Hall; the lying in state 
vigil, the Westminster Abbey funeral 
and the Windsor committal service. 

An exception has been made for 
Andrew standing guard by the coffin.

OPRAH Winfrey has claimed she never 
set out to conduct the “bombshell” 
interview with Prince Harry and 
Meghan Markle that sent shockwaves 
through the Royal Family.

IN the sad, hellish days since our Queen 
died, it’s felt like the colour has drained from 
our lives. The only Monarch most of us have 
ever known, the woman who has been our 
mainstay, our anchor for seven decades, 
slipped away from us without warning and 
left the nation that adored her, feeling like it 
had taken a sucker punch to the gut. And, six 
days on, we’re still reeling from it, still 
winded by it.

It came at the weekend when we saw 
William, Catherine, Harry and Meghan on a 
walkabout outside the gates of Windsor 
Castle where they talked to well-wishers and 
looked at the ocean of floral tributes. 

“REUNITED” the headlines screamed the 
following day. And we dared to hope that if 
the Queen had been looking down from her 
throne in Heaven (because she WILL have 
one), that walkabout would have granted her 
the wish she had craved in life — that her two 
beloved grandsons who had been bound so

fiercely by their Mother's death, but torn 
apart by Harry and Meghan devastating rev- 
elations, had come together again. 

And while it shouldn’t have taken the 
Queen’s death to get them together it was 
welcomed as an olive branch because we all 
know it’s what SHE would have wanted. 

The media went into overdrive. Was this 
the beginning of a reconciliation or at least a 
fragile truce that Her Majesty had wanted 
but which in her final months seemed farther 
away than ever?

twice about publishing it at all or that it 
might at least delay the publication date. 

But Bower says Harry is adamant it is 
released in two months’ time which would, 
of course, cash in on Christmas sales: “I’m 
told Harry is insisting the book be published 
in November. The publishers are not too cer- 
tain but he says if they don’t it’s a breach of 
contract — that’s what I’m told.” 

I don’t want to believe that’s true but, if 
publication does go ahead in November, 
what are we supposed to think?

Harry released a statement this week say- 
ing how much he loved and respected his 
Grandmother. And I won’t pretend I wasn’t 
furious at his cheek in believing he was enti- 
tled to release a statement about the Queen 
when her own children Anne, Edward and 
Andrew have not. 

Did Netflix tell him to do that? Was it 
because an emotional public statement 
would make an weepy addition to Nettflix’s 
film? Harry needs to realise he’s an insignifi- 
cant player in this grief-riddled scenario. 

I don’t doubt for a second he loved his 
Grandmother but HER children have to be 
the key players here. They have to be the

ones who are centre stage — not a grandson 
who didn’t just turn his back on the Royal 
Family, his own blood, but who has spent 
much time since trashing their reputation on 
the world stage. And it’s looking like he’s 
about to do it again with this book which 
will, no doubt, include details of this past 
week. 

Would the Queen have wanted that? 

Does our new King need the start of his 
new reign tainted by his angry son betraying 
even more family secrets? 

If Harry really respected his Grandmother 
he’d halt the publication of this book right 
now. But it’s not likely. What IS likely is that 
he’ll press ahead using this week’s gut- 
wrenching events to pad out the final chap- 
ters. Doesn’t that make a nonsense of his 
statement when he talked about Granny’s 
commitment to service and duty and about 
her being a guiding compass. 

What a pity that commitment to duty, that 
moral compass hasn’t been passed on to 
Harry. What a shame he didn’t spend more 
time with Granny when she was alive. 

How many times has he seen her in the 
past two years? A couple? 

And on one of those occasions, he imme- 
diately blabbed about the details of their tea 
to a US TV network. He must have known 


how ill she was. We could all see it — surely 
he must have too? Yet in August he and 
Meghan reportedly turned down an invita- 
tion from Her Majesty to come stay at 
Balmoral for a Big Sleepover with Archie 
and Lilibet so she could spend time with her 
great-grandchildren. 

But they refused and chose instead to 
come to London a week later for a charity 
event. So forgive me when I say there’s more 
than a stench of hypocrisy in Harry’s state- 
ment. Tender, loving words mean nothing if 
they’ve been preceded or followed by hate- 
ful actions. And Harry and Meghan have 
been responsible for their fair share of those.

It’s heart-breaking to know the Queen was 
never given the chance to properly get to 
know her youngest great-grandchildren, 
which would have hurt her terribly, I can’t lie 
and pretend I was happy to see the two 
brothers together on that walkabout.

their sense of victimhood. And why would 
Wills want Harry and Meghan back in the 
royal fold? How can he trust that what they 
heard and saw behind closed doors would 
not be spewed straight out onto US TV or 
into an interview? Or Harry’s book? 

The truth is, my grief over the Queen is 
tinged with a simmering resentment that 
Harry, who has publicly voiced his dislike of 
this country, and who feels no shame in spill- 
ing intimate, destructive details about his 
own family, felt he had the right to be centre 
stage during this period of mourning. 

And I’m truly hoping he doesn’t use any- 
thing that’s happened - either before or after 
the funeral — to settle more scores, to hurt 
people who are already hurting. He must 
know that’s not what the Queen would have 
wanted. She wouldn’t want her funeral, her 
family’s grief, to be fodder for a book from 
which he and Meghan will profit. 

And if he doesn’t know that then he didn’t 
really know his Granny at all... 

In his statement he said of the Queen: “We 
smile knowing that you and Grandpa are re- 
united now and both together in peace.” 

How much peace does he imagine she will 
have if he weaponises details of her funeral, 
her nation’s grief and her family’s pain to 
make money?

T WAS HER final party — the 

last great celebration of her 

reign, and the opportunity for 

us all to say one last time how 

lucky we were to have 

Elizabeth as our Queen. The 
Platinum Jubilee may have been 
lower key than those that went 
before — the Silver in 1977, the 
Gold in 2002, and the Diamond 
in 2012. But in the last year of her 
life, Queen Elizabeth rediscovered 
just how many millions of her 
subjects wanted to say “Thank 
you, Ma’am”. 

The Jubilee beacons were lit, and 
the world doffed its hat to a life- 
time of service. Both the Queen 
herself and her courtiers always felt 
shy about such milestone occasions 
- will people turn out and wave 
again? Would they want to organise 
yet another street party? Wouldn’t 
they have tired of putting out 
the bunting and the red, white 
and blue and the Union flags? 

The answer, four 
Jubilees over, was a 
deafening “No!” 

Her appear- 
ances this year 
were rationed, 
citing “mobil- 


ity issues”, 
which is 
Palace- 

speak for 
“We mustn’t 
push her too 
hard, she is 
very old 
now”. But 


courtiers were 
never allowed to 
spell it out, 
because to suggest 
any weakness in their 
sovereign would, in her 
eyes, be tantamount 
to treason. 

As she showed on her very final 
outing, greeting her latest prime 
minister at Balmoral, Her Majesty 
was valiant to the end. 

Glamorous, smiling, rigidly back- 
boned, and extending the hand of 
friendship, and all the while know- 
ing this great constitutional act 
might be the last of her reign. 

It’s only a handful of months ago 
the Platinum Jubilee celebrations 
were held, but now, with her pass- 
ing, it all seems so very far off. 


UT nobody will forget the 

high point — Lilibet’s sur 

prise appearance with 
Paddington in a jokey video to kick 
off the Platinum Party at the 
Palace. In it, the monarch was pic- 
tured having tea with the bear, who 
said that he hoped she was having 
a lovely Jubilee before she offered 
him tea. 

Paddington then proffered a mar- 
malade sandwich to Her Majesty 
which he’d hidden underneath his 
hat. Soon he was to learn that a 
sovereign can love marmalade just 
as much as he, which she proved by 
showing him the sandwich she’d 
concealed in her famous handbag — 
the one that hung on her arm as 
she greeted Liz Truss at Balmoral — 
“for later”. 

It was a masterstroke, showing —

She thanked 
the people from all over the world 
for the good wishes that had been 
flooding into Buckingham Palace,

“Your Servant”. 

You knew she meant that sign-off 
with all her heart. 

Then she added: “When it comes 
to how to mark 70 years as your 
Queen, there is no guidebook 
to follow. It really is a first. But I 
have been humbled and deeply 


touched that so many people have 
taken to the streets to celebrate my 
Platinum Jubilee. 

“While I may not have attended 
every event in person, my heart 
has been with you all — and I 
remain committed to serving you 
to the best of my ability, supported 
by my family.” 

The family — her children and 


Standard was raised, 
the Queen stepped out 


grandchildren — were out and about 
up and down the country and 
abroad, marking this royal mile- 
stone. It did not always go well. 

The Earl and Countess of Wessex 
visited Antigua and Barbuda in 
April where they encountered low- 
level but unpleasant republican 
resentment. Ahead of their visit, 
the Antigua and Barbuda 
Reparations Support Commission 
had decided to pen an open letter 
criticising the Royal Family’s past 
comments on slavery. 

Edward and Sophie gamely sol- 
diered on but at Government 
House, as they presented Platinum 
Jubilee medals, prime minister 
Gaston Browne declared that his 


country “aspires at some point to 
become a republic”. Hardly the 
right moment to make a political 
statement. But then Browne 
pressed on, publicly demanding the 
Wessexes use their “diplomatic 
influence” to get “reparatory jus- 
tice” in regard to long-ago slavery. 

What this had to do with the 
Queen and her record-breaking 
lifetime of service, nobody was 
really sure. But it garnered the poli- 
tician the headlines he no doubt 
thirsted after. 

In Jamaica, William and 
Catherine faced similar calls, caus- 
ing the Prince angrily to review 
future royal tours — both the 
Cambridges and Wessexes felt 


they had been lured into a trap. 
Their anger was redoubled because 
they worried what effect this talk 
of republicanism would have 
on the Queen. We shall probably 
never know. 


ARGELY absent from 
events, it was touch and go 
whether the Queen could 
make an appearance at the end of 
the official four-day celebrations in 
June. The nation’s sympathy went 
with her “mobility issues”, but 
people still longed for a sight of her 
on the balcony of Buckingham 


Palace. Out in the streets a great 
extravaganza was taking place 
chronicling Her Majesty’s 70-year 
reign in street theatre, dance, circus 
and music, topped off with a 
21-foot puppet dragon snaking its 
way through the crowds. 

Ed Sheeran sang in honour of the 
Queen, and junior royals mingled 
with the crowds enjoying the spec- 


tacle including Prince George, 
Princess Charlotte and Prince 
Louis sitting between Prince 


William and Kate (or the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, as we’re now 
having to learn to describe them). 
But where was the Queen? 
Suddenly, the Royal Standard was 
raised, the magic signal that she’d

arrived at the Palace — and at last, 
in dazzling green suit and jaunty 
hat, she stepped out on to the bal- 
cony and surveyed the massed 
crowds beneath. 

For anyone watching on TV, or in 
the throng milling round the palace 
gates, it was an incredibly moving 
moment. But for the Queen, we can 
suppose, it gave her the power and 
strength to carry on when advanced 
old age made everything she did 
that much harder. 

Having her _ great-grandson 
Prince George, himself a future 
monarch, smiling up at her on the 
balcony would have been the icing 
on the cake — the knowledge the 
future of the dynasty she guarded 
and cherished all those years was 
safe for generations to come. 

Over a lifetime spanning nearly a 
century, the Queen will have been 
to many parties — from the tea par 
ties of her youth to the post-war 
dances held in the Buckingham 
Palace ballroom, to the glittering 
celebrations surrounding her mar 
riage and Coronation, through all 
the way to her four great Jubilees. 

As she stood on the Palace bal- 
cony just three months ago and sur- 
veyed the adoring crowds beneath 
her, she must have thought: “This is 
the best party of all.” 

Sadly, for Charles — the new King 
— things will be different. 


E HOPE that he will in 
his turn celebrate his 
Silver Jubilee, but that 
will be in the year 2047, when he 
would be 98 — not beyond the 
realms of possibility. However, 
there can be no golden, diamond, 
or platinum jubilee. That record will 
remain Queen Elizabeth’s alone. 
Perhaps the most moving part of 
Charles’s accession speech in St 
James’s Palace on Saturday was 
when, echoing the words of his 
mother so many years before, he 
declared: “And in carrying out the 
heavy task that has been laid upon 
me, and to which I now dedicate 
what remains to me of my life, I 
pray for the guidance and help of 
almighty God.” 

It was an acknowledgement that 
his reign, by comparison with that 
of his mother, will be brief, but was 
his assurance that he would serve 
with the same dedication, and 
respect for the office of sovereign, 
as she did. What’s been overlooked 
in the many words that have been 
written since the Queen’s passing is 
the patience with which Charles 
has waited for this moment — imag- 
ine standing in a queue for 73 years 
before finally reaching the front. 

And, yes, there have been 
moments during the long years as 
heir to the throne which perhaps 
he'd prefer to forget, but as a feat of 
human endurance his lengthy wait 
is a unique achievement. 

He was there for his mother as 
she made that final appearance of 
the Palace balcony, he has paid his 
tribute to his “darling mama” say- 
ing: “Throughout her life she was 
an inspiration to me and to all my 
family, and we owe her the most 
heartfelt debt any family can owe 
their mother — for her love, affec- 
tion, guidance, understanding, 
and example.”

S BORIS said in that eloquent tribute, Her 

late Majesty was simply timeless, a constant 

presence throughout seven decades in good 

times and in bad.

JEAN-LUC Godard, the 
godfather of France’s 
New Wave cinema, has 
died aged 91 in an 
assisted suicide. 

French President 
Emmanuel Macron said 
the film director “had 
the vision of a genius. 

He added: “He was 
like an apparition in 
French cinema. 

“Then he became a 
master of it. We have lost 
a national treasure.” 

The Franco-Swiss 
film-maker’s legal 
advisor Patrick Jeanneret 
said Godard “had 
recourse to legal 
assistance in Switzerland 
for a voluntary 
departure as he was 
stricken with multiple 
invalidating illnesses”. 

He was known for 
classics Breathless and 
Contempt, starring 
Brigitte Bardot, which 
inspired Hollywood 
legends including 
Quentin Tarantino and 
Martin Scorsese after his 
1960s heyday. 

His films defied 
convention and used 
handheld camera work, 
jump cuts and existential 
dialogue. Godard’s 
grandfather founded 
bank Banque Paribas. 


More dock strikes set to 
cause Christmas misery

HOUSEHOLDS hit by the cost-of-liv- 
ing crisis also face a grim Christmas as 
another strike at the biggest container 
port will delay goods reaching shops. 

Members of the Unite union at 
Felixstowe will walk out from 7am on 
September 27 to October 5. 

The strike, which comes after staff 
rejected a seven per cent pay rise, will 
coincide with a walkout in Liverpool. 
It may cripple pre-Christmas supplies 
and disrupt £700million of trade. 

More than 1,900 workers walked 
out last month in the first strike to hit 
Felixstowe since 1989. 

Unite general secretary Sharon 
Graham said Felixstowe port’s owners 
CK Hutchison were “eye-wateringly 
wealthy”. She added: “Rather than 
offer a fair pay offer, they have 
instead attempted to impose a real- 
terms pay cut. Unite has given its 
total support to its members at 
Felixstowe and that will continue 
until this dispute is resolved.” 

The port’s bosses said: 

“We are very disap- 
pointed that Unite 
has announced this 
further strike act.

THE life of Archie Battersbee, who 
was at the centre of a battle between 
his parents and a hospital, was cele- 
brated at a funeral that reflected his

A video of Archie singing 
One Call Away by Charlie Puth was 
shown, before the choir performed 
the same song — and later the track 
Someone You Loved by Lewis 
Capaldi was played. 

Archie’s mother stood up to talk, 
before someone shouted, “We love 
you Hollie, we’re so proud of you” 
and the crowd burst into applause. 

A tearful Hollie told the congrega- 
tion: “He was just such a beautiful 
little boy and just he made the most 
of absolutely everything that he did. 


He lived a very fulfilled, happy life. 
He was very, very energetic. 

“There was a few little challenges 
along the way but he was just mould- 
ing into such a perfect little man. 

“T love him so much.” 

The service also involved poetry, 
hymns and a bible reading as well as 
photos and footage of Archie, includ- 
ing a clip of the young gymnast 
doing somersaults. 

The family said donations to the 
Tafida Raqeeb Foundation, which 
aims to improve the quality of life of 
children who suffer from a neurolog- 
ical condition, would be welcomed.

Campaign group the Christian 
Legal Centre has been supporting 
the family after doctors at the Royal 
London Hospital in Whitechapel, 
east London, said Archie was brain- 
stem dead and that continued life 
support was not in his best interests.

crossing the Channel 
passes last year’s total

EMMANUEL Macron was under 
fresh pressure last night to end 
the migrant crisis in the Channel 
as the number of people crossing 
this year eclipsed 2021's total. 

The Ministry of Defence con- 
firmed 601 asylum seekers came 
from France on Monday, taking 
the total to 28,561. 

Last year, 28,526 migrants 
arrived on the south coast, 
according to the Home Office. 

Migrant smugglers made use of 
calmer conditions after high 
winds last week, bringing the 
total number of small boat arriv- 
als to 3,518 so far in September. 

The Home Office would not 
comment on these figures, saying 
it would be inappropriate during 
the period of national mourning. 

MP for Dover Natalie Elphicke 
has said: “France has a moral and 
international obligation to pro- 
tect vulnerable people, save lives, 
stop people smugglers and tackle 
organised crime. They should not 
need to be paid to do their duty. 

“Tt is even more ridiculous that 
we pay them tens of millions of 
pounds and get so little in return. 
This is a shocking waste of tax- 
payers’ hard-earned money. 

“The numbers of arrivals are 
deeply concerning. It’s vital to 
see the small boats crisis brought 


SOARING NUMBERS OF MIGRANTS

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to an end as the seas will become 
colder and rougher in autumn 
and winter. Action is needed now 
to avoid further loss of life.” 

On Monday 601 people made 
the perilous journey in 19 boats. 

At 8am yesterday around 30 to 
40 people were brought into 
Dover on the 82ft Border Force 
catamaran Hurricane. 

Some clutched smartphones as 
they disembarked, with nothing 
more than the clothes on their 
backs. Others carried belongings 
in black bin bags. The mostly

former jetfoil terminal. Channel 
crossings became significant in 
2018 when 539 _ refugees 
attempted to reach the UK. 

Over the course of 2019 
almost 1,900 people made the 
treacherous journey to the UK 
and in 2020 a total of 8,410 asy- 
lum seekers arrived on British 
soil by small boat. 

But with over three months of 
the year left to go, the number of 
people to journey across the 
21-mile Dover Straits in inflata- 
ble dinghies and other small craft 
has already surpassed last year’s 


total figure by 35 — making 2022 
a record year. August was a 
record month, with 8,644 people 
arriving on the Kent coast. 

Shameless gangs are using the 
Queen’s funeral to promote cut- 
price deals for migrants. 

They are using social media to 
push half-price deals of £1,600 
per person to enable any migrant 
who “wants to take part in the 
funeral of this lady” to do so 
before it happens on Monday. 

The advertisements on TikTok 
carry images of the Queen and 
also claim the people smugglers 
will be able to take families and 
children on the dangerous trip 
over the Dover straits. 

That £1,600 is half the price of 
the previous cheapest “summer 
sale” deals of £3,000 in July. 

The new Home Secretary, 
Suella Braverman wants to put 
more migrants in detention facili- 
ties. She also wants joint Anglo- 
French patrols on French beaches 
to disrupt the people smugglers. 

The Rwanda policy has been 
dogged by legal wrangling. In the 
High Court it was claimed minis- 
ters had ignored warnings about 
the nation’s human rights record. 

But the Government said send- 
ing illegal migrants there would 
not be a penalty under the con- 
vention, as it was limited to crim- 
inal sanctions “not covering 
removal to third countries”.

60 hurt in crush as 
leader is sworn in

AT least 60 people were hurt during a crush at a sta- 
dium where Kenya’s president was being sworn in — 
with riot police battling to control the crowd. 

William Ruto narrowly won the election last 
month over Raila Odinga. The country’s supreme 
court last week rejected challenges to the results 
from the defeated challenger. Mr Ruto had been the 
deputy to outgoing President Uhuru Kenyatta but 
the rivals had a bitter split.

Kenny Logan now has prostate cancer all-clear 


FORMER rugby star Kenny Logan has 
said he wept the night before his sur 
gery for prostate cancer, terrified he 
would leave his family. 

Kenny, who revealed his shock 
diagnosis on TV last week, yesterday 
urged all men over 50 to get them- 
selves checked. 

The Scotland rugby union hero, 50, 
who is married to sports presenter 
Gabby Logan, said: “I cried my eyes 
out, thinking no way do I want to 
leave my kids at only 17 or Gabby. It 
was the first time I really thought I 
wouldn’t make it.” 

The former London Wasps winger 
said he and Gabby, 49, held hands on 
the sofa at their home in south-west 
London in June, as a doctor broke the 
devastating news in an online call. 

Then their children, twins Lois and 
Reuben, walked in and overheard. 

Kenny said: “Our eyes were welling 
up. Lois came in and heard what was 
being said, then Reuben arrived. We 
held each other afterwards and cried. 

“Reuben said, ‘I need you around, 
Dad. But you'll smash this’. The 
confidence and belief of my mindset 
came from my kids.” 

Kenny says he was lucky his cancer 
was spotted — he made a snap decision 
to get checked in 2020 while Gabby

was starting hormone replacement 
therapy. He said: “She was making 
sure she wouldn’t fall off a cliff like 
women who suddenly have meno- 
pause symptoms. 

“I thought I should find out what 
was happening to my hormones. 

“What if in four years’ time I was at 
the bottom of the cliff, looking up at 
my wife, who was fine because she was 
on HRT? I love her and don’t want to 
lose what we’ve got.” 

The prostate is a walnut-shaped 


gland that sits below the bladder and 
produces fluid for sperm. 

Kenny’s tests included checking his 
levels of prostate-specific antigen 
(PSA). Repeatedly high levels of the 
protein can suggest cancer. 

An MRI scan showed his prostate 
was slightly swollen, but a third test in 
January this year showed his PSA 
levels had risen. A biopsy later 
revealed he had cancer. 

Kenny is recovering well, following 
surgery in June. Two weeks ago he 
received “the biggest phew” when 
doctors said he was free of cancer. 

He wants men over 50 to have their 
PSA levels tested, warning that in the 
early stages of the condition, there 
may be no symptoms. 

Kenny said his doctor told him 40 
per cent of his friends could have the 
disease and not know it. He added: “It 
chilled my blood and that’s why I want 
to tell men to have a PSA test at 50.” 

Every year around 52,300 cases of 
prostate cancer are diagnosed in the 
UK and 12,000 people die. 

However, Prostate Cancer UK has 
said the PSA test is not accurate 
enough and produces too many 
false positives. The charity is ploughing 
millions into clinical studies to find a 
better diagnostic tool.

Shares tumble 
as cash returns 
hit 10-year high 


FOR the last dozen years global 
stock markets have rocketed 
while returns on cash have 
collapsed, but now that trend is 
going into reverse. 

Share prices have fallen 
sharply this year due to political 
and economic uncertainty, while 
savings rates are hitting highs 
not seen in a decade. 

Many investors may now be 
forced to rethink whether to 
take on the added risk of 
investing in shares, or seek safe 
returns from cash. 

Fixed-rate savings bond rates 
are now at their highest levels in 
a decade, new figures from 
Moneyfacts show. 

Every single type of savings 


account, including variable 
rates and tax-free Isas, have 
now risen for seventh 


consecutive months. 

The average one-year fixed 
bond pays 2.29 per cent, which 
is the first time it has breached 2 
per cent since December 2012. 

Best-buy rates give savers an 
even better return, with JN Bank 
and Paragon both paying 3.30 
per cent for one year and 3.48 
per cent a year over two years.

House prices have soared due to

FALLING in love during later life can 
cost children and grandchildren dear, 
as they risk losing their inheritances. 

People who start a new relationship 
after being divorced or widowed can 
face complicated circumstances. While 
most will want wealth to go to the 
children from their original marriage, 
this can prove tough in practice. 

If their new partner moves into the 
family home, there will be a debate 
over whether they will be allowed to 
stay there if they outlive the parent, 
causing huge conflict. It can also 
trigger an unexpected inheritance tax

bill. This is a growing challenge, as 


more people start relationships in 
later life, creating “blended families”. 

Parents and grandparents can take 
steps to safeguard inheritances, but as 
ever, it helps to start planning early. 

It is common for people to want to 
make sure their children still get their 
inheritance after beginning a new 
relationship, said Jenny Walsh, a 
partner specialising in wills and 
probate at Osbornes Law: “The 
danger is that if you die and leave

everything to your new partner, they 
could remarry and leave the assets to 
their new partner.” 

She said people can get round this 
by setting up a trust: “The most 
popular option is a life interest trust 
which allows you to leave the assets, 
in trust. This means the partner can 
still live there, but the property still 
goes to the children on death.” 

You can also create a life interest 
trust to cover other assets such as 
savings and shares. “The surviving 
partner would receive the income 
from those assets, but the capital 
passes to the children on death.” 

Life interest trusts offer an 
inheritance tax planning benefit, too. 
“You can still claim the spousal 
exemption for IHT tax purposes, 
when the first spouse dies.” 

They can also include a degree of 
flexibility, by specifying in the will 
that the capital could be released to 
the new spouse at some point. 

Another way to protect children 
when entering a new relationship is to 
set up a discretionary trust, where the 
assets are held at the discretion of the 
trustees: “This is less popular as it 


leaves the remaining spouse at the 
mercy of the trustees, plus you cannot 
claim the spouse IHT exemption.” 

The simplest method is to trust your 
new spouse or partner to leave your 
assets to the children, but this can be 
risky: “Family relations and assets can 
change over time in ways the 
deceased spouse may not anticipate.” 

Leaving assets directly to the 
children may leave the new spouse or 
partner at their mercy, especially 
when the family home is involved: 
“The surviving partner may not like 
the idea of having to ask the children 
for permission to sell the property.” 

There have been cases where 
children force the partner to move out 
as soon as their parent dies. 

Another risk is that children could 
face an IHT bill at the point of their 
mother or father’s death, as they 
would not get the spouse exemption. 

One way round these issues is 
signing a prenuptial agreement before 
entering a serious relationship: “This 
is a good way of regulating assets each 
party brings to the second marriage, 
to protect the children. Both parties 
must take separate legal advice.”

THE GREEN DREAM 


Lavinia's backyard Ryder Cup 


From James Nursey in Rome 


LAVINIA — BIAGIOTTI has 

learned to be tough running an 

Italian fashion house in her native 
Rome. 

But if that was not challenging 
enough, she has also made history 
together with the Italian Golf 
Federation by bringing the Ryder 
Cup to their country for the first 
time. 

Now the countdown is on for 
September 29 next year, when 
Europe will host the United States at 
her Marco Simone Golf and Country 
Club in Rome, where the Italian 
Open starts tomorrow. 

The course is in the garden of 
Biagiotti’s home. The 16th century 
castle was once home to Galileo, but 
she has lived there since she was 
four. 

The 43-yearold has had to 
overcome a pandemic, global supply 
issues and a family tragedy to realise 


her dream as the Ryder Cup’s first 
female proprietor. 

After securing the Italian 
nomination out of 100 rival courses, 
and then getting the nod from the 
European Tour in 2015, Biagiotti 
suffered the devastating loss of her 
mother and business partner, Laura. 

But massive investment in 
redesigning the venue was not 
derailed and now Biagiotti has her 
sights on serving up a spectacular 
feast of golf on her course, which 
boasts views of St Peter’s Basilica in 
the Vatican from the 11th. 

The entrepreneur said: “I call this 
my green dream. | always had it in 
mind I wanted to attract something 
big here. Maybe the Ryder Cup was 
even beyond my expectations, but 
Rome demands big sports events. 
The bidding year was the most 
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beautiful year in my life. I will never 
forget it — it was so special. 

“We were competing against big 
countries, and were the Cinderella. It 
is a huge investment but I have great 
passion for it. 

“Losing my mother changed my 
life a lot but it didn’t change my 
attitude because I am her only 
daughter and it was our dream. 

“Ttaly never hosted a Ryder Cup 
before so we have employed the best 
experts from around the world. It 
was not easy to attract them because 
Italy is not a mature golf country. 

“Then we had Covid and now the 
war in Ukraine so it has been a very 
challenging journey. I have also 
encountered many biases. But I was 
lucky to meet many people at Ryder 
Cup Europe and the 
Italian Golf Federation 


who love women and think of me as 
a person, and not as male or female.” 

Not only is Biagiotti the first 
female president and owner of a 
Ryder Cup venue, she employs Lara 
Arias to run the course. Together the 
pair walk their dogs on the venue 
and discuss progress. 

Her late parents first bought 150 
hectares in the suburbs of the Marco 
Simone area in the 1980s before 
fulfilling their dream to build a 
course. But after getting the Ryder 
Cup, the European Tour Design, and 
designer Tom Fazio II, sent in the 
bulldozers to build an entirely new 
back nine and remodel the front. 

The result is a spectacular course 
purpose-built for match-play, 
including the 16th, which is a 
drivable par-four over water, with 
echoes of the Belfry’s 10th hole. 

Biagiotti said: “I hope people who 
love golf will come into my garden. 
“It is the right stage for something 
big.”

TIS often said that, had her uncle 

Edward VIII not abdicated, Princess 

Elizabeth would have chosen a quiet 

rural existence centred around country 

pursuits. But while her life was not 

what she might have wanted, the 
Queen managed, superbly, to want the life 
she got. And this was in no small part to the 
constant presence of animals in her life, not 
least her adored corgis. 

No world leader has been as widely 
identified with a particular animal as 
Elizabeth II with her corgis. 

They have featured in official photographs 
and paintings, have their own Wikipedia 
page and have been the subject of constant 
speculation and interest. 

“What are the names of the Queen’s 
corgis?” is consistently ranked in the top 10 
most asked questions on the 
British monarchy’s official 
website. Thanks to the boost 
given to the breed by their 
greatest devotee over many 
decades, these robust Welsh 
herding dogs became as 
synonymous with Britain as 
marmalade and queuing. 

The loyal little dogs have 
been described as both 
personal companions and her 
public hallmark, and their 
presence has always been 
non-negotiable. “My corgis are 
family,” the Queen has said of 
her close relationship with the 
affectionate animals that she always insisted 
on hand-feeding herself, when possible, and 
taking on daily walks. 

The late Prince Philip referred to the 
Queen’s symbiotic relationship with them as 
his wife’s “dog mechanism”. 

At the start of the brilliant James Bond 
sketch of a parachuting Queen, filmed for 
the London 2012 Olympics opening 
ceremony, a troupe of corgis — Monty, Willow 
and Holly —led Daniel Craig’s 007 into 
Buckingham Palace. 

In real life, the palace gift shop does a 
roaring trade in the stuffed variety. 

The hounds weren’t always so popular 
with some of her footmen, however, who 
were said on occasion to have been nipped 
on the ankles by rogue members of her 
yapping “moving carpet”. 

At times this is said to have pushed palace 
loyalties to the brink, and has required royal 
staff to roam the palace and castle armed

with blotting paper and a soda syphon to 
clear up accidents. But Corgis were not only 
found within the “single-bar electric fire, 
Tupperware-using refusal to be grand” part 
of her life — as Boris Johnson memorably 
described the Queen’s down-to-earth 
humility in his House of Commons tribute 
last Friday — their presence also helped put 
official visitors at ease. 

Ina life ruled by protocol, they proved to 
be handy ice-breakers with strangers. 

When consultant surgeon David Nott 
returned from a humanitarian trip, 
performing life-saving surgery in Syria in 
2014, he was invited for a private lunch at 
Buckingham Palace the following week. 

Dr Nott had been treating 
badly damaged children in 
Aleppo, and believes that the 
Queen detected how deeply 
traumatised he was. 

In his memoir, War Doctor, 
he recalled that she touched 
his hand, and had a quiet word 
with one of the courtiers, who 
brought in the corgis. 

The Queen then pointed to 
a silver box in front of her. 

“I watched as she opened 
the box, which was full of 
biscuits. ‘These are for the 
dogs,’ she said, breaking one 
of the biscuits in two and 
giving me half.” 

For the next 20 minutes they fed the 
dogs while the Queen chatted about how 
many she had, what their names were and 
how old they were. 

“All the while we were stroking and 
petting them, and my anxiety and distress 
drained away. ‘There,’ the Queen said. 
‘That’s so much better than talking, isn’t it?’” 

And so it was. He later referred to the 
therapeutic encounter as an “unbelievable” 
act of “humanity”, explaining: “She did it 
because she knew I was so seriously 
traumatised. You know the humanity of what 
she was doing was unbelievable.” 

Her former nursery nurse and later her 
dresser, Bobo Macdonald, once painted a 
vivid picture of the relationship between the 
monarch and her pets, 

If the Queen entered a room wearing a 
tiara they would, “lie mutely on the carpet in 
a mood of Celtic depression”, but if she

She once described her corgis as family, 
and no other animals are as closely 
associated with the Monarch as the short 
Welsh herding dogs. Even Prince Philip 
exclaimed, ‘Why do you have so many?’ 


arrived wearing a headscarf they started 
“jumping up and down” knowing they were 
off for walkies. 

In her devotion to dogs, the Queen took 
after her great-great-grandmother, Queen 
Victoria, whose passion for Scottish collies 
led her to name five of them Noble. 

The Queen’s own canine passion for the 
squat-legged, floppy-eared Welsh breed 


began in 1933, when she was six, and her 
father, the then Duke of York, purchased a 
Pembroke Welsh corgi, Rozavel Golden 
Eagle. The breeder nicknamed the pup The 
Duke, shortened to Dookie. 

Seven-year-old Elizabeth soon had Dookie 
doing tricks, including leapfrogging over her 
three-year-old sister Margaret’s back with 
chocolate cake as a reward. Dookie died at

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the start of the war — not before earning a 
reputation as a snapper, at everybody except 
Elizabeth and her mother. 

He was soon replaced in the family’s 
affections by Jane, who in 1944 was 
accidentally killed by a car whose driver was 
an employee of Windsor Great Park. 

That same day, the young Princess wrote a 
letter to the driver, to tell him that she was 
certain it was not his fault. Jane was replaced 
by a new puppy, Susan, an 18th birthday gift 
for Elizabeth from her parents, by then King 
George VI and the Queen Mother. 

Susan was destined to become the common 
ancestor of more than 14 generations of the 
Queen’s dogs. She was also destined to 
become an ankle-biter of particular note, but 
she and the Princess quickly became 
inseparable, and the dog was by her side 
throughout much of the heartache and 
upheaval of her younger years following the 
death of her father. 

She even took Susan on honeymoon, 
concealed beneath travel rugs and next to a 


hot water bottle as she and Prince Philip 
drove through London in an open carriage to 
catch the train to Hampshire. 


LIZABETH then had the idea of 
breeding Susan with Princess 
Margaret’s dachshund Pipkin, 
creating the “dorgi”. When she was once 
asked how the sisters had compensated for 
the difference in size of the breeds, she 
replied, matter-of-factly: “It’s very simple: 
we have a little brick they can stand on.” 
The Kennel Club was less impressed. “The 
dachshund was evolved to chase badgers 
down holes, and the corgis to round up 
cattle. If anyone loses a herd of cattle down a 
badger hole, then these are just the dogs to 
get them out,” it declared at the time. 
During her life, the Queen owned more 
than 30 corgis and dorgis, many of them at 
the same time. A fact that led Prince Philip

Their day would start 
with a walk with a 
footman. When the Queen 
awoke, they would dash 
into her room and then accompany her to 
breakfast, jumping about as she fed them 
toast and marmalade. 

Food had to be fresh. Once, in Balmoral, 
the Queen came to suspect that some of the 
food in the royal dog bowls might once have 
been frozen. Uproar ensued. 

Their dinner was served in polished silver 
bowls. At bedtime, they slept in the special 
corgi room in wicker baskets, raised to 
cushion them from draughts. 

Occasionally, they were allowed to sleep 
in the royal bedroom. 

One dog psychologist whom she called in 
to help correct their misbehaviour suggested 


WHEN she died last week, the 
Queen left behind four children 
and four loyal royal canines. Two 
of them, Candy and Muick, were 
corgis, given to the Queen by 
Prince Andrew and his daughters. 

One was a “dorgi” — a corgi- 
dachshund cross — named Sandy, 
and her most recent addition 
was Lissy, a cocker spaniel she 
named after herself. 

It was revealed earlier this week 
that the Duke of York and Sarah, 
Duchess of York will take on 
Muick and Sandy. Royal 
biographer Ingrid Seward believes 
that it is most likely the others will 
find new homes among the royals. 

The duke, 62, and his daughters 
Beatrice and Eugenie, had given 
the Queen Muick and another 
puppy named Fergus in the 
spring of 2021.The goal was to 
lift the Queen’s spirits while her 
husband, the late prince Philip, 
was in hospital amid the Covid 
lockdown. 

Muick, pronounced “Mick”, 
was named after Loch Muick, on 
the royal Balmoral estate. 

Fergus, a dorgi, was named after 
the Queen’s maternal uncle, 
Captain Fergus Bowes-Lyon, who 
was killed in action during the 
First World War. 

Sadly, the puppy died in May 
aged just five months, reportedly 
due to a heart defect and the 
Queen was said to be devastated. 

“She absolutely adores dogs,” 
says Ms Seward. “She always has, 
they were her first love. 

“I imagine that the [remaining] 
dogs would be looked after by the 
family, probably Andrew. He’s the 
one that gave them to her.” 

However, some royal watchers, 
including Penny Junor, author of 
AllThe Queen’s Corgis, believe 
they may be cared for by the 
Queen’s staff. She says: “Care 
of the dogs has fallen sometimes 
to footmen but mostly to 
the Queen’s trusted 
dressmaker, assistant 
and right-hand 
woman, Angela 
Kelly; and to her 
equally trusted

In 2015 it was revealed the Queen had 
decided to have no new corgis. 

Holly died at Balmoral in 2016, and 
Willow was put down at Windsor Castle 
after a short illness in 2018.

Diego, in February 1983 after alighting from 
HMY Britannia. It was a rare highlight in a 
rain-sodden trip which was at the centre of 
an “international incident” when the deputy 
mayor, Bill Cleator, touched Her Majesty 
briefly on the upper back, while escorting 
her, a no-no in the world of royal protocol. 
“Get your hands off our Queen”, raged UK 
headlines the next day.

The Queen was intrigued to be introduced to 
an unusual guest while making a visit to the 
Venue Cymru Arena in Llandudno, in 2010.

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A QUAINT, charming and 
centuries-old English tradition was 
followed last Friday as the official 
Palace Beekeeper, John Chapple, 
79, travelled to Buckingham 
Palace and Clarence House to 
spend his day saying “little 
prayers” in front of the palace’s 
five Dark European Honey bee 
hives and the two in Clarence 
House. 

He gently knocked on each 
hive, home to tens of thousands of 
bees, and, in a quiet voice, 
informed the bees that their 
mistress had died and that a new 
master would be in charge from 
now on. 

He urged the bees to be good to 
their new master and tied a black 
ribbon around each hive to signify 
that the bees are in mourning for 
their late mistress.

The Queen took the throne 
in 1952 and made her first visi 
India in 1961, 15 years after it gained 
independence. People thronged to see 
her, but one image in particular remains 
the most iconic — her elephant ride with an 
Indian Prince, the Maharaja of Jaipur Sawai 
Man Singh II in the grounds of a royal 
palace. Soon after, she visited the Taj 
Mahal in an open car, but this remains 
the only time in her reign she is known 
to have ridden an elephant rather 
than a horse — an altogether 
much less comfortable
